She was arrested and 
lodged in jail, where she has been 
ever since December 10. It is a Clear 
case of smuggling, there being no doubt 
of the guilty intent of the accused. She 
has suffered greatly, however, already 
onaccount of her offense. Her goods, 
valued at $7,000, have been confiscated 
by the government; she has underyone 
one month’s imprisonment, and | am 
credibly informed that she 1s penniless 
All things considered, while I think that 
there ought to be some punishment in 
order to deter others from committing 
the offense of smuggling, I am of the 
opinion that imprisonmeat for sixty or 
ninety days, with the addition of a sub 
stantial fine, would be ample to meet al! 
the reqairements of this case. It has 
been industriously reported that persons 
of great respectability have been im. 
properly connected with the accused in 
this smuggling venture. It is only right 
and proper, and but simple justice, for 
me to say that there is not the slightest 
evidence that those who ordered goods 
from the accused had any reason to sup- 
pose that she intended to smuggle the 
aiticles so ordered, or were at all privy 
to her unlawful transactiors. 
Ex-assistant district attorney Joseph 
Bell, of counsel for Mile. Juvin, replied: 
My client never brought goods into this 
port but once before, and then she paid 
the lawful duties. In the present case 
she was tempted by others. She has no 
relative or friend in this country, and she 
is the sole support of an aged father, who 
was anactor, and ofthe children ofa 
dead sister. Her business has been des- 
troyed here, and she dare not go back to 
Paris for fear that she may be arrested 
there for debts incurred forthe goods 
which she brought here, and which have 
been confiscated I hope the court will 
be as linient as possible, consistent with a 
due administration of justice. 
Judge Benedict pronounced sentence 
as follows: Your case is one of deliber. 
ate smuggling fer commercial purposes. 
You, in your business dress-making, 
fraudulently obtained the passage of these 
goods free of duty, for purposes of gain. 
There ig some reason to suppose that 
this was not your first offense. You 
should be punished, not only to deter you 
from repeating your offense, but to pre- 
vent others from following your bad ex- 
ample. I realizeand keepin view the 
fact that you have been imprisoned thirty 
days already, that you have lost all your 
property, and that you are said to be the 
support of needy relatives; but I must 
also remember that, by your own deliber- 
ate act, you have rendered yourself liable 
totwo years’ imprisonment, which, if 
im upon you, would be equivalent 
to your destruction. In view ofall the 
circumstances, I shall sentence you to 
y a fine of $2,000 and to three months’ 
imprisonment, allowing a reduction of 
one month, however, for the time 
you have already been imprisoned. 
Mile. Juvin then resumed her seat, 
looking at first quite serious, but her 
face soon relaxed into smiles, and she 
chatted almost merrily with her friend 
and Mr. Dudley Field, one of her coun- 
sel.

COST CF SMUGGLING. 


A Lady Fined $2,000 and Sentenced 
to Jail fora Lattice Batch of Lies. 


{From the New York Times. } 
Mile. Leonie Juvin, the Parisian 
modiste, who smuggled $7,000 worth of 
dress goods and toilet articles into this 
ort onthe French steamer Ville de 
aris, under the pretext that she was a 
member of the Sol dene opera troupe, 
and that the goods were her personal 
wardrobe, was brought down from the 
Ludlow street jail yesterday to the crim 
nal branch of the U. 8. cireuit court, to 
be sentenced by Judge Benedict, ber 
counsel having, with her consent, entered 
a plea of guilty for her. She wasaccom- 
panied by a gentleman friend, and bore 
well the gaze of the crowd. It was the 
first sentence ever pronounced in this 
district upon a woman for engaging ip 
smuggling, and was therefore a case of 
unusual interest. She was dressed taste- 
fully, wearing a close fitting black suit, 
furs, jockey hat and veil. She appears 
to he about thirty years of age, is of me 
diwn height, good figure, a brunette and 
haus a a rather pleasant but somewhat 
bold face, her features being regular and 
her eyes sparkling. cae 
In moving sentence, district attorney 
Bliss said: The accused isa French mod- 
iste. She has brought goods to this 
port on at least one previous occasion ; 
but there is no proof that she attempted 
to smuggle those goods, and there is no 
evidence that the duty was paid on 
some of them. Inthe present case she 
obtained the passing of her trunks on 
the false statement that they contained 
her personal wardrebe, to be worn by

She was arrested and 
lodged in jail, where she has been 
ever since December 10. It is a clear. 
case of smuggling, there being no doubt 
of the guilty intent of the accused. She 
has suffered greatly, however, already 
@n account of her offense. Her goods, 
valued at $7,000, have been confiscated 
by the government; she has undergone 
one month’s imprisonment, and | am 
credibly informed that she 1s penniless 
All things considered, while I think that 
there ought to be some punishment in 
order to deter others from committing 
the offense of smuggling, I am of the 
opinion that imprisonmeat for sixty or 
ninety days, with the addition of a sub 
stantial fine, would be ample to meet ai! 
the requirements of this case. It bas 
been industriously reported that persons 
of great respectability have been im 
properly connected with the accused in 
this smuggling venture. It is only right 
and proper, and but simple justice, for 
me to say that there is not the slightest 
evidence that thosé who ordered goods 
from the accused had any reason to sup- 
pose that she intended to smuggle the 
alticles so ordered, or were at all privy 
to her unlawful transactions. 
Ex-assistant district attorney Joseph 
Bell, of counsel for Mile. Juvin, replied: 
My client never brought goods into this 
port but once before, and then she paid 
the lawful duties. In the present case 
she was tempted by others. She has no 
relative or friend in this country, and she 
is the sole support of an aged father, who 
was anactor, and ofthe children ofa 
dead sister. Her business has been des- 
troyed here, and she dare not go back to 
Paris for lear that she may be arrested 
there for debts incurred forthe goods 
which she brought here, and which have 
been confiscated Ihope the court will 
be as linient as possible, consistent with a 
due administration of justice. 

Judge Benedict pronounced sentence 
as follows: Your case is onc of deliber-. 
ate smuggling for commercial purposes. 
You, in your business dress-making, 
fraudulently obtained the passage of these 
goods free of duty, for purposes of gain. 
There is some reason to suppose that 
this was not your first offense. You 
should be punished, not only to deter you 
from repeating your offense, but to pre- 
vent others from following your bad ex- 
ample. I realizeand keepin view the 
fact that you have been imprisoned thirty 
days already, that you have lost all your 
property, and that you are said to be the 
support of needy relatives; but I must 
also remember that, by your own deliber- 
ate act, you have rendered yourself liable 
to two years’ imprisonment, which, if 
imposed upon you, would be equivalent 
to your destruction. In view ofall the 
circumstances, I shall sentence you to 
pay a fine of $2,000 and to three months’ 
imprisonment, allowing a reduction of 
one month, however, for the time 
you have already been imprisoned. 
Mile. Juvin then resumed her seat, 
looking at first quite serious, but her 
face soon relaxed into smiles, and she 
chatted almost merrily with her friend 
and Mr. Dudley Field, one of her coun- 
sel. Her imprisonment is to be served 
in Ludlow street jail, and will doubtless 
be made as little irksome as ble. |
